THE COMING LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
CONFERENCE AT EDINBURGH 


Following a year after the A. L. A. 
fiftieth anniversary Conference at Atlantic 
City, made unusually interesting by many 
participants and guests from abroad, the 
British Library Association will celebrate its 
Golden Jubilee at Edinburgh, September 26 
to October 1, 1927. 

The president is the Earl of Elgin and 
Kincardine, who was present and addressed 
us at our Conference last year. The pro- 
gram will include an address by Dr. Locke of 
Toronto, and papers (illustrated by lantern) 
by Secretary Carl H. Milam on American 
libraries, and Mr. Keogh of Yale on the 
planning of a great library. Miss Eastman 
of Cleveland, Mr. Milton J. Ferguson of 
California, and Miss May Ingles of Omaha 
are also on the program. 

During the week visits are planned to the 
Scott country and to Dunfermline. The 


social side is well cared for by the Lord 
Provost’s civic reception Monday, reception 
in Parliament House Wednesday, the an- 
nual dinner Thursday. Then add for good 
measure a charming pre-conference tour from 
London to York by motor, and thence by 
train via Glasgow to Edinburgh. There 
will be stops en route at Stratford, Oxford, 
Manchester, Birmingham, and York. 

This excursion is at the joint invitation of 
the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust and 
the Library Association. Certainly our 
British brethren have planned a wonderful 
entertainment, and the representation at 
Edinburgh of American Library Association 
members will be notable both in numbers 
and rank, over seventy-five being already 
registered, including the president, eight 
past presidents, three ex-vice-presidents, 
the secretary, and several past secretaries. 


OUR FRONTISPIECE 


It is appropriate that this issue of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography appearing at the 
time of the fiftieth conference of the 
Library Association of the United Kingdom 
should have the photograph of one of the 
best known and beloved provincial libra- 
rians, Mr. Herbert Baillie of the Public 
Library, Wellington, New Zealand. 

He was born in New Zealand in 1863, 
his parents having been among the early 
British settlers in that Dominion. His 
father arrived in 1856 after varied expe- 
riences in California and Mexico to which 
latter country he went as a member of a 
filibustering expedition, and would probably 
have paid the penalty had not the United 
States Consul assisted in his release. There- 
fore Herbert Baillie has always had much 
regard for Americans in general. 

He started his business career as a book- 
seller and stationer, but in 1902 he joined 
the staff of the Wellington Public Library 
as librarian of its Newtown Branch. Then 
after service as cataloger and reference room 
assistant at the Central Library, he was 
promoted to chief librarian. This was in 
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1904 and he still holds that position, though 
under the municipal superannuation system 
he will retire at the end of this year. Mr. 
Baillie was much pleased at the reception 
his appointment was given by the editors 
of ‘Library Journal” and “Public Libraries,” 
and has always taken a keen interest in the 
library development in the United States. 
He became a member of the A. L. A. in 
1905 and contributed a paper on the Wel- 
lington Public Library for the 1904 Con- 
ference, at the request of Dr. Herbert 
Putnam. 

In 1908 Mr. Baillie visited the United 
States and read a paper at the A. L. A 
Minnetonka Conference. For three months 
he studied libraries in this country, visiting 
the more important centers, and formed a 
library acquaintance that he has kept up 
ever since by correspondence. 

Mr. Baillie is a prominent figure in the 
New Zealand library world, where he is 
looked upon as the ‘‘father” of the new 
library movement. His library is up-to- 
date in the best methods of administration, 
and a monument to his labors from the point 
of view of its book collection. 

He is Honorary Secretary of the Libraries 
Association of New Zealand, an organiza- 
tion now full of vigor, after having been 
relegated to the “‘stack,’’ as he puts it, 
during the war times. 

Two years ago, his daughter Joice came to 
this country to study library work, and 
spent some time as assistant in the libraries 
of Cleveland, New York, and Brooklyn, as 
well as visiting many other cities, including 
Boston, where the writer had the pleasure of 
showing her about, as he had also shown 
her father in 1908. 

We are glad now to add Herbert Baillie to 
our gallery of librarians and bibliographers.

MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Society of Mechanical Engineers’ News» 
vol. 6, no. 4, February 22, 1927, was printed vol. 6, 
no. 6, and vol. 6, no. 5, was called vol. 6, no. 7- 
Then someone discovered the error and in March 22, 
1927, vol. 6, no. 6 appeared. As each issue is paged 
separately, this duplication of numbers will surely 
lead to confusion later. 


The Mennonite Quarterly Review, vol. 1, no. 1, 
January, 1927, comes from Goshen College, Indiana, 
and is only $1.00 a year. It must be subsidized 
as no. 1 has eighty pages and no advertising, a rather 
liberal showing for twenty-five cents in these days 
when printing costs are in the same class as airships. 


Vol. 13, No. 3 


Miss Rutherford’s Historical Notes follows Miss 
Rutherford’s Scrap Book, of which four volumes 
were published (1923 to 1926, each volume having 
ten numbers). The present series goes merrily 
ahead by leaps and bounds, e.g. January, 1927, 
vol. 1, no. 1; February, 1927, vol. 2, no. 2; March, 
1927, vol. 3, no. 3. The editor and publisher states 
that the ten volumes of 1927 will cost $2.50, and that 
the Scrap Books, vols. 1 to 4, are each composed 
of ten volumes. Miss Mildred must look at her 
numbers through a telescope if they look as big 
as volumes to her. Incidentally all collectors of 
Lincoln material will, unfortunately, want every one 
of these Historical Notes “volumes” of 1927. 


North Central Association Ouarterly is the new 
organ of the North Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. Vol. 1, no. 1, is June, 1926, 
and is the “Proceedings’’ issue, largely given over 
to statistics of the association, and its convention. 
$5.00 a year, published in June, September, Decem- 
ber, and March. 


North Dakota Historical Quarterly, vol. 1, no. 1, 
October, 1926, is part one of volume 8 of the Col- 
lections of the State Historical Society of North 
Dakota. This is an interesting bit of bibliography — 
a volume within a volume — which we shall watch 
with interest as it is developed. The new magazine 
is a readable publication, and is illustrated. 


Old Furniture, a magazine of domestic ornament 
has started in London, with June, 1927. It is a 
very “beautiful” magazine worthy of a place in 
any collection of illustrated furniture publications. 

The opening article, profusely illustrated, on the 
Furniture at Windsor Castle, is very interesting, 
making one wish he could stroll through that edifice, 
the heritage of kings and queens for so many genera- 
tions. Monthly, 28s in Great Britain and Ireland, 
26s in Canada, 30s elsewhere. 


Review of Nations is a new monthly published 
in Geneva, Switzerland, under editorship of Felix 
Valyi, for the “Society of Friends of the Review 
of Nations.” Each issue will have 160 pages. 
No. 3, which is before us, has most of the articles 
in English, a few in French. $1.00 a year. 


Staff Stuff is the rather unique name given the 
staff organ of the Minneapolis Public Library. Evi- 
dently no one on that staff stutters. 





THE PRINTING STRIKE IN GREAT BRITAIN, 1926, AND ITS EFFECT ON PERIODICALS 


From midnight May 3d to midnight on May 12, 1926, a strike of the printing trades and of the trans- 
portation companies caused serious disruption in the publication dates of most dailies and weeklies in Great 


Britain. 


As was the case in the United States in October, November, and December, 1919, during a much 


longer strike, certain omissions were necessary, a few interesting “emergency’”’ numbers were published, and 


in other ways incongruities of issue occurred. 


As the British strike only lasted twelve days, the monthly and quarterly periodicals were bibliographically 


normal, though issues were delayed in publication in many cases. 


A few notes regarding some of the more 


important weeklies are here given that the information may be available in future in one place. — F. W. F. 


African World, nos. 1226 and 1227 were not issued 
in regular form, but two emergency issues published. 
No. 1226 for May 8th consisted of two pages. No. 
1227 for May 15th of six pages. 

Amateur Photographer, May 12 and 19 omitted. 
Vol. 61, no. 1956, May 5, ended page 560; vol. 61, nos. 
1957-8-9, May 26, began page 561. 

Baptist Times, publisher says May 6 and 13 omitted. 


British Journal of Photography, vol. 73, no. 3444, 
May 7, was paged 269-272; vol. 73, nos. 3445-6, May 
14-21, is double number covering pages 273-288. 

British Medical Journal. May 1 ended page 814; 
No. 3410, dated May 8 and 15, contained pages 815-854; 
May 22 began page 855. 

British Weekly, emergency issue printed for May 6, 
but not sent to all subscribers. 
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Builder, vol. 130, no. 4343, April 30, ended page 778; 
no. 4345, May 14, began page 779. Regular issue for 
May 7th was not published, but an emergency number 
issued which contained three pages. The contents 
of the 7th were incorporated in the 14tb of May. 

Chemical Age, vol. 14, no. 359, May 1, ended page 452; 
no. 360, May 22, began page 453. All subscriptions 
advanced two weeks. May 8 and 15 not published. 

Colour, June-July, 1926, not published. Vol. 2, 
no. 4, April-May, 1926; vol. 2, no. 5, August, 1926. 

Commercial Motor, publishers say issue for May 11 
was not published. 

Economist, May 8 was an emergency number issued 
in England consisting of three pages of notes. This 
was reproduced on pages 925-6-7 of no. 4315 which con- 
sisted of pages 925-940. The banking number- due 
May 8 was postponed to May 29. 

Electrical Review, May 7 ended page 764; double no. 
2529 and 2530, May 14 and 21, began page 765. May 7 
was ready for press but had to be held up until strike 
was off. Publisher issued ‘‘Electrical News Summary’”’ 
of four pages on May 7 and May 14; and the issue 
of Electrical Review, dated May 14 and 21, was a “‘supple- 
mentary issue.”’ 

Electrician, vol. 96, no. 2502, April 30, ended page 518; 
no. 2503, May 21, began page 519. Issues for May 7 
and 14 omitted. 

Engineer, April 30 ended page 5i2; May 21 began 
page 513. There were no separate issues for May 7 
and 14. 

Engineering, vol. 121, no. 3148, April 30,ended page 
578; no. 3149, May 21, began page 579. There were 
no issues dated May 7 and 14. 

English Mechanic, double number called May 7 and 14, 
there being no skip in pagination. Periodical ceased 
publication with vol. 124, no. 3212, October, 1926. 

Foundry Trade Journal, vol. 33, no. 506, April 29, 
ended page 346; vol. 33, no. 507-8, was a combined issue, 
dated May 6, typewriter type, 3 sheets only, and 
numbered 507. Vol. 33, no. 509, May 20, began page 347. 

Garden Life, publisher says May 15 and 22 issues not 
published. 

Gardening Illustrated, publisher says May 8 and 15 
issues not published. 

Gas Journal, vol. 174, no. 3285, April 28, covered 
pages 181-248; no. 3286, May 5, was paged 249-300. 
(This issue was made up on usual day but could not be 
machined or distributed until printing trade returned 
to normal state.) No. 3287, May 19, began page 301. 
Issue of May 12 was dropped. 

Gas World, vol. 84, no. 2180, May 1, ended page 430; 
no. 2181, May 22, covered pages 431-452. Two weeks 
skipped and all subscriptions put forward two weeks. 

Glasgow Weekly Herald, publisher says May 8, 15, 
22, and 29 not issued. 

Graphic, no. 2944, May 1, ended page 780; vol. 113, 
no. 2945, May 22, covered pages 781 to 824. The issues 
of May 8 and 15 were omitted. 

Illustrated London News issued an emergency edition 
for May 8, containing pages 845-852 of vol. 168, but 
this number was not sent except to a few subscribers, 
the edition being limited to a few hundred mostly 
used in London. Issue of May 15 had sixteen pages, 
853-868. 

Iron and Coal Trades Review, April 30, pages 733-770; 
May 7 was a typewriter type issue of sheets 1-5 on 
recto only. Foolscap size. May 14 was same style, 
5 sheets. May 21, pages 771-810, a regular issue. 
(No mention of an extension.) 

Live Stock Journal, publisher says May 7 and 14 not 
published. 

Lloyd’s List Weekly Summary, publisher says May 5, 
12, and 19 were not published. 

_ London Braille Mail, publisher says May 8 not pub- 
lished. All subscriptions extended accordingly. 

Machinery, vol. 28, no. 709, April 29, ended page 160; 
no. 710, May 20, covered pages 161-188. No issues 
published for May 6 and 13. 


Manchester Guardian Commercial, publisher says May 


| 7 and 14 not published. 
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Manchester Guardian Weekly, vol. 14, no. 18, April 30, 
ended page 360; vol. 14, no. 19, May 21, began page 361. 
No issues published for May 7 and 14. 

Motor Cycle, vol. 36, no. 1205, April 29, ended page 636; 
- 1206, May 20, began page 637. No word about 
skip. 

Nation and Athenaeum, May 8 was to be an issue 
especially about ‘‘How to end the strike’’ but was 
scrapped because strike ended before it was published. 
Therefore pages 141-156 were never published. Vol. 
39, no. 5, May 1, ends page 140; vol. 39, no. 6, May 15, 
consisted of pages 157-160. Vol. 39, no. 7, began 
page 161. 

New Leader, April 30 has twenty-four pages. May 7 
and 14 no issues. Vol. 13, no. 32, May 21, had twelve 
pages only. Loyalty to trades unions forbade them 
to take the steps which enabled many weekly papers 
to come out. 

Publishers’ Circular, vol. 124, no. 3122, May 1, ended 
page 600; nos. 3123*, 3124*, and 3125 were combined, 
dated May 22, covering pages 601 to 624. All sub- 
scriptions were extended two weeks. 

Railway Gazette, vol. 44, no. 18, April 30, ended page 
636; vol. 44, nos. 19-20, May 7 and 14, covered pages 
637-76; vol. 44, nos. 21-22, May 21 and 28, began page 
677. All subscriptions extended two weeks. 

Saturday Review, vol. 141, no. 3679, May, ended page 
588. Issue of May 8 is typewriter type, four pages, 
typed on one side, no page number or volume number, 
but was really no. 3680. At least three editions of this 
emergency copy were published. Vol. 141, no. 3681, May 
15, began page 589. 

Scottish Farmer, publisher says May 8 and 15 not 
published. 

Shipbuilding and Shipping Record, vol. 27, no. 17, 
ended page 510; vol. 27, nos. 18 and 19, covered pages 
511-40; vol. 27, nos. 20 and 21, covered pages 541-572; 
vol. 27, no. 22, began page 573, weekly publication 
resumed. 

Spectator, vol. 136, no. 5105, May 1, ended page 828; 
no. 5106, May 8, was mimeographed in purple ink on 
both sides of paper and had eight pages, paged from 
lto8. These were really pages 829-36 of the volume. 
No. 5107, May 15, began with page 837. 

Sphere, regular number 1372 has regular date, May 8, 
in regular place and then on the top margin of the 
front cover it also carried no. 1374, May 22. Inside 
first page is called vol. 105, no. 1374, May 22. Pages 
153-162 called May 22 also pages 173-176d. Pages 
163-172 and 177-182 called May 8. Advertising 
pages in front,a to j, May 22. Advertising pages in 
back, i to iv, May 8; and v to xxii, May 22; and one 
ad page without a number.
